He is excited to 
pity for the people of that State because they 
are (as he says) “‘labormg under the burden 
of enormous interest charges made possible 
by great scarcity of money, the direct result 
of legislation favoring the credit-owning capi- 
talists and hostile to the wage-earner and 
producer.’”’ So he wants the Indianians to get 
hold of $100,000,000 first in the shape of loans

It may be thought that Peffer is working in 
the sidewinded way, hoping to accomplish for 
Kansas. the issue of a large sum in fiat 
“money” on the log-rolling plan of ** you 
vote for my measure and I will vote for 
yours.”” No one suspects him of thinking that 
the poor folks of Indiana are any worse off or 
urore in need of help than are those of Kan- 
sas. Tposuppose that would be to impute to 
him ideas and notions which are utterly at 
variance with his numerous talks and writings 
of the last twelve months. But there 1s an- 
other motive which is more probably the one 
that animates his singular course. Can it be 
that he has some doubts as to the wisdom of 
the policy of which he has been till now such 
an ardent advocate and wants to see how it 
will work elsewhere before essaying 1t nearer 
home? Is he in the positaon of the doctor 
who, not being sure that his medicine was safe 
for human beings, concluded to “ first try it on 
adog’’? Does he wish to try experiments on 
others before recommending to Ins home 
patients a personal taking of the nostrum 
which he has advertised far and near as @ sure 
remedy for all the ills they suffer? 

Apart from the fact that the Government of 
the United States has no right to issue money 
in the way proposed there are several grave 
objections to the measure. First, it would be 
unfair to the rest of the States to use their 
credit for the purpose of conferring a special 
advantage on the producers of Indiana, Sec- 
ond, it would be unfair to issue such money 
for the relief of one class as against any or 
State. Third, the 
Senator talks about the necessity of aiding the 
“‘wage-earners’’ as well as the “ producers,” 
meaning by the latter the farmers, who are to 
be allowed to borrow the money on their real 
estate. But it is not clear how the measure 
would benefit any large number of wage- 
earners. The farmer now gets alorg with very 
little outside help on the farm, thanks to the 
use of machinery, and the money to be loaned 
him by the government is ostensibly for the 
purpose of enabling him to pay his debts to 
the alleged money sharks who are all the time 
pilmg up wealth and paying none of it out to 
labor. It would also be grossly unfair to 
the farmers who are in debt to lend the 
money to those whose farms are clear, be- 
eause the latter would then have an advantage 
by which they could afford to undersell their 
brethren, and thus force the latter to accept 
lower prices for their produce than it would 
otherwise bave been necessary to take; and 
then would vanish all the advantage to. the 
farmer promised to be derived from the un- 
just operation of paying off his debts with 
money the only guarantee for the redemption 
of which must be furnished by all classes of 
the com munity. 

In order to be equitable the *“‘ money ” thus 
issued’ by the Government of the United 
States ought to be placed at the service of 
eyéry farmer in every one of the States and 
of‘every man who has borrowed money upon 
a house and lot in village or city. It should 
be available to every merchant who has laid 
in a stock of goods not yet paid for, and to 
every other person who could offer something 
as real or fancied security for the repayment 
of the “*money.”’ Then we should soon see 
some such inflation of “values” as has been 
witnessed in Argentina. Money berhg cheap 
everything purchasable with it would be cor- 
respondingly dear, and sodn it would be found 
that the people were no better off with an 
abundance of cheap money than with the 
smaller amount of good money now in circu- 
lation. The latter would disappear, and four 
or five times as many dollars being needed to 
make a money purchase the people would find 
themselves money poor, as some of the farm- 
ers are now land poor. 

The great mistake of Peffer and his school 
lies in their ignormg the fact that “ money” 
is of no use except for what it will buy, and 
that it is subject to the very same law which 


‘governs in the case of cotton, wheat, pork, 


and corn—namely: that the exchangeable 
value is measured by the relation of supply to 
demand. They do not seem to be aware that 
the same law often causes an abundant sup- 
ply to sell for less than a smaller one, or are 
not sufficiently wise to see that it must rule in 
the case of money as well as in the things 
that are bought with money. If they were 
not so emgularly lacking in intelligent appre- 
ciation of natural law and its workings 
would deprecate the idea of issuing so m 
money asto make it “cheap,” knowing that 
the resulting inflation would be like a fever in 
the human system, sure to be the cause of 
much suffering during recovery unless it 
killed off the patient. 


MAKING WAR ON THE TRUSTS. 

The Sherman Anti-Trust law was passed in 
1890, but its merits are only just about to be 
tested. Prosecutions have been commenced 
against various trusts under State laws and 
have been pushed to a successful conclusion 
in many cfiges, but no effort has been made to 
utilize the Federal statute. This period of in- 
activity is at an end, and the Attorney-General 
of the U States is moving against three

They report also that.if such a channel were 
to be made its usefulness would be seriously 
interfered with were the Chicago Sanitary 
District to pour 600,000 cubic feet of water 
per minute into it,

THE DEFENCE OF OUR LAKE FRON 
The more the question of the pro ion of 


our lake frontier is considered the more cer- 
tain does it appear that the proposition to re- 
peal the treaty of 1817, which keeps British 
gunboats out of the lakes in time of peace, 
and which has met with some favor at , Wash- 
ington, would be an ug wise and’ dangeraas step 
to take. If the treaty were repealed it, would 
enable the British to harbor as many of their 
gunboats as they pleased on the St. Lawrence 
and the lakes, and in case of war, provoked 
either by Great Britain or Canada, to sweep 
over them and bombard our cities. ‘It has 
been urged that whatever number of war .ves- 
sels might be kept on the lakes by Great 
Britain could be matched by an equal number 
of American war vessels. It .might be said 
with equal force that we should build as pow- 
erful a navy as Great Britain’s for the ;protec- 
tion of our ocean ports. The argumenf at first 
sight is a plausible one, but.there is no valid 
reason to suppose that we ever shall have a 
navy as large and formidable as that of Great 
Britain. Suppose the latter had only'fifty or 
sixty ironclad war vessels in the ian 
harbors of the lakes and that the United States 
had the same number of fighting chips of 
equal power in the lake ports on the day war 
was declared—though the suppositior, is well- 
nigh inconceivable—our ports would still be 
unsafe, for while we were concentrating gun- 
boats to protect Cleveland or Buffalo the British 
might be bombarding Chicago or Milwaukee. 
It would be no revenge to bombard their poor 
little towns. Our safety depends upon keep- 
ing the British vessels absolutely ou{, of the 
lakes in time of peace and then erectmg forti- 
fications near Ogdensburg, Detroit, Mackiuac, 
and the Soo to prevent them from getting into 
the lakes after war breaks out. It might 
be safe to have the treaty so modified that 
each country may have three or four armed 
revenue cutters under a given size, but noth- 
ing more than that can be done with safety. 
The mote tho treaty of 1817 is considered the 
more wilt thé conditions which at first seemed 
to commend its repeal disappear as untenable. 
It is today and always has been of inestimable 
value to this country. 

An examination of the cost and difficulties 
which stand in the way of constrpcting an 
American canal Niagara Falls will 
also prove fatal to that scheme as @.means of 
defense of our iske , though at first 
sight it seemed feasible. It has been esti- 
mated that a canal along that route might be 
built for $18,000,000. Perhaps this : iis not an 
overestimate, if the canal were intended only 
for the passage of the average canal boat, but 
such is not the use proposed. The Welland 
Canal, which cost between twenty and 
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es hae of keeping British war vessels out of 
the lakes. The retention of the treaty undis- 
turbed, except for revenue purposes, will keep 
them ont in time of peace, and the construc- 
thon of fortifications with high power guns at 
points already named and amply equipped 
with mortars and totpedoes, will keep them 
out in time of war. Before committing them- 
selves on this point members of Congress 
should; give the schemes proposed careful 
consideration, If they do so they will come 
to: the conclusion that however feasible the 
tepeal of the treaty and the building of the 
canal may have appeared when they were first 


WARNING THE DELINQUENTS. 

It was stated in yesterday’s Tursuns that 
Secretary Blaine had sent notes to ‘the diplo- 
matic representatives of Austria-Hungary, 
Colombia, Hayti, Nicaragua, Honduras, Spain 
(for the Philippine Islands), and Venezuela, 
informimg them that the President will issue 
his retaliatory proclamation against them, as 
required by the Tariff law, if they donot make 
satisfavtory reciprocity agreements by the 15th 
of March. 

Of these countries Colombia, Hayti, Nica- 
ragua, Honduras, and Venezuela send coffee 
to the United States. The Philippine Islands 
send gfeat quantities of sugar, and Austria- 
Hungary sends over 60,000,000 poundsof beet 
sugar, and probably will send more. Hither 
it will have to stop or modify profoundly the 
prohibitory duties it has imposed for years on 
Ameridan products. As Taz Txrsounsz has al- 
ready stated, it would be a gross breach of 
faith on the ‘part of the United States to- 
wards the countries with which it has made 
reciprocity agreements if it did not retaliate 
against those which have failed to make such 
arrangements, although they have had a year 
and a quarter in which to act. They have 
been given two and a half months’ grace, If 
they do not make agreements by that time the 
retaliatory duties on their sugar, molasses, 
coffee, iand hides will be collected. . 

It will be.seen that no mention is made of 
the Frénch West Indies or of France itself, 
which produces a great deal of beet sugar— 
was thé pioneer; indeed, in that great indus- 
try—but which has never sent more than a 
few thousand dollars’ worth to the United 
States. That omission is due to the tact that 
an agreement with France is beg negotiated 
now. Chile is not mentioned because it 
sends neither sugar, coffee, nor hides to this 
country. Peru, Ecuador, and other South 
Ameriean republics and Mexico are not men- 
tionedbecause negotiations with them are go- 
ing On: now and will be concluded soon. It is 
probable that by the 15th of March nearly all 
those who aré outside of the pale will be in 
and Mr. Blaine will have shown what grand 
results he is able to accomplish even with the 
miserably inadequate powers given him by 
the last Congress. The members of the last 
Comnnttee on Ways and Means must feel a 
little ashamed of themselves when they recall 
the indifferent and contemptuous way in 
which they treated his reciprocity policy when 
he unfolded it to them nearly two years ago. 


Las? Tuesday Senator Vest called up the 
joint resolution in regard to cattle which had 
passed the Senate at its last session and only 
failed in the House for want of time. It-was 
to the effect that negotiations be opened up 
with Great Britain in respect to the regula- 
tions which require cattle imported into that 
country from the United States to be slaugh- 
tered at the port of entry. In connec. 
tion with this he deprecated the position 
taken by the Secretary of Agriculture in 
intimating that it might be well un- 
der certain’ circumstances to suggest the 
rigid enforcement of the law prohibiting the 
importation into the United States of all live 
animals. The Senator said he did not wish to 
discuss the reasons for the action of the Brit- 
ish aathorities, but the remedy suggested in- 
cludes the absolute exclusion from this coun- 
try of all cattle proposed to be imported from 
Canada, and he would not like to see this re- 
sorted to “before exhausting all amicable 
remddies.”?’ He quoted from the report by 
the Secretary that out of 311,146 cattle and 
15,378 sheep inspected under the regulations 
up to the close of last September 300,862 cat- 
tle and 13,714 sheep went to Great Britsin, the 
exports to all other countzies being insignifi- 
cant in comparison, 

Mr, Vest also said such exclusion would be 
unjust to Canada because in 1ts tariff regula- 
tions it is absolutely independent of the 
mother country. “It is one of the anomalies 
of the great British Empire that its colonial 
posgessions are permitted to control their tar- 
iff regulation’ and regulate their tariff duties 
as they please, and thers would be no justice 
in holding Canada responsible for the action 
of the British authorities in England and in 
Ireland.” He desired to remove the obstacle 
without. irritation and without friction, be- 
cause he considered it the first object of states- 
manship to bring about results that will inure 
to the benefit of our own people. Having ex- 
amined the subject, he could state with abso- 
lute certainty that unanimity of sentiment 
has not existed: even among the British cattle- 
raisers on this subject. The report of the 
Cummittee on Meat Products contains state- 
ments by British farmers and cattle-raisers to 
the effect that these quarantine regulations 
are militating directly against their interests, 
and that Parliament lias been petitioned re- 
peatedly to remove or modify these quarantine 
restrictions so that what the English call 
‘store cattle’? may be brought from America 
into that country to be fed by their farmers. 
They are-not united upon any tariff question 
or any other in regard to cattle in Great Brit- 
ain, but a very large and influential class of 
their people are’ anxious that we shall succeed 
in removing or modifying the unjust regula- 
tions. as only proper to state that the ac- 
tion com of has been based ostensibly 
upon the allegation that there have been 
sporadic cases of pleuro-pneumonia found in 
exported American cattle, and there can be 
no doubt that these cases have been largely 
exaggerated from mercenary motives in dif- 
ferent quarters in England.

BURIAL OF THE KHEDIVE, 


No Ostentation bat the Sorrow of the Peo- 
_. ple as Displayed Was Sincere. 

Cato, Jan. 8.—The funeral of the Khedive 
took place this afternoon. The route of the 
procession from the Helon Palace, where he 
died, to the Abnin Palace, where the cere- 
monies were held, was lined by a crowd num- 
bering 200,000 persons. ‘Theservices through- 
out were of asimple character, but though 
they were devoid of all ostentation they were 
im posing. 

The body of the Khedive was inclosed in a 
plain Arab coffin. The remains, guarded by 
an escort of soldiers and accompanied by a few 
. body servants, were taken from the Helouan 
Palace at 11 o’clock in the morning and were 
conveyed by rail to Cairo. All the Ministers 
and the members of the household were wait- 
ing at the station the arrival of the body. 
When the train reachea Cairo the coffin was 
removed from: the funeral car and a proces- 
sion was formed. Slowly and with many 
manifestations of mourning the cartége pro- 
ceeded to the Abdin Palace. The coffin was 
escorted by adetachment of military from the 
palace. The street procession was held to the 
mausoleum. The route was lined with Brit- 
ish and Egyptian troops. : 

At the head of the progession were anumber 
of camels loaded with gifts to be distrib 
among the populace. Then followed Ma).- 
Gen. Walker, Commander-in-Chief of the 
British troops in pt. After him came a 
number of men aring banners, sheiks, 
| dervishes, representatives of the various local 


officia 
full uniform. 

After these came representatives of the 
household and harem, and then followed the 
coffin, which was borne from the palace to the 
mausoleum by servants. Behind the coffin 
walked bands of waiting women. Then came 
a number of carriages conveying the widow of 
the Khedive and the members of the harem. The 
rear of the procession was brought up by Gen. 
Grenfell, Sirdar of the Egyptian army, and 
a regiment of Egyptian troops commanded 
by British officers. The utmost order marked 
the whole ceremony. Upon the arrival of the 
procession at the mausoleum the Mollahs 
prayed, after which the coffin was placed in 
the vault. 

Religious services will be held tonight and 
fer several nights afterwards.

1 assured Judge 
Navarro of all possible help. So far as I know it 
was a groundless rumor, although Bieut. Ferga- 
son said he would station some of his men at the 
ford opposite the town. 

Maj. Lewis J. Morris of the Third Cavairy, 
in command at Fort McIntosh, also forwarded 
Gen. Stanitey yesterday an interesting report, 
embracing in it a letter from Robert Haynes, 
Sheriff of Zapata County, Tex., which was 
written from Randado, ‘lex., three days ago. 


It reads: 

I have just arrived at this place. Weare hot 
on Garza's trail. We have had two fights with 
Garza himself and his men. We found them in 
this court with about 0or 200 men. We got 
to his camp after sundown. It was a ver 
thick brush—so thick that the soldiers could hard- 
ly get through. Martiano and myself, with Capt. 

rooks’ rangers, were in the lead. We were com- 
manded to halt by Garza and his men, who were 
out of sight. We let thefm have acouple of vol- 
leys from our guns, which put them to flight. It 
was dark by this time, so we had to camp for the 
night in Garza’s camp. 

At daylight we took Garza’s trail, and at sun- 
down yesterday we overtook him againin the 
Raendodo pasture. We gave them another shot 
or two and they flew. We have several prisoners 
and one wounded man who belo to Garza. | 
have papers that I picked up in Gargza’s camp 
which are signed by him. Iw aste them to- 
gether and iet you know what theyare. They 
will be good evidence against him. 

In addition te the above. there was also a 
very interesting report made yesterday by 
First Lieut. Stephen O’Connor of the Twenty- 
third Infantry to Col. J. P. Martin, Assistant 
Adjutant-General. It is dated Los Meyeras, 
Tex., and says: 

Capt. Pedro Reyes is four miles below here at 
the Garconi ranch with fifty mounted men. At 
the Marterano ranch there is another detachment 
of fifty mounted men. I ragard it as almost im- 
possible to patrol the country along the river be- 
tween the camp and the Benevides ranch. Garza 
could only have one or two objects in view in 
crossing the river above the Benevides ranch— 
viz.: to attack Nuevo Laremo, Mexico, or to de 
feat the detachment of Mexican troops at the Gar- 
cano and Marterano ranches. I do not think Garza 
will attempt to cross the river within twenty-five 
miles of Laredo. The disposition of Mexican 
troops leads one to think that the authorities on 
the other side of the river are of the same opinion, 
as they have no troops above Garcano ranch, 
fully thirty-five miles below La .

Pirresura, Pa., Jan. 8.—Lieut. Rorke of 
the Second Cavalry, U. S. A., was a passenger 
on the day express east this morning, bound 
for Washington. He came direct from the 
Pine Ridge Agency, where he has been attend- 
ing to some affairs of the government and 
looking over the field. He will now make his 
report of the condition of the Indians at that 
agency to Secretary Noble and preparations 
will be made to suppress any outbreak.

At the same instant the building rocked 
as if it were a ship at sea, and the 
sound of falling iron and “wreckage 
came from without. At that same in- 
stant a cloud of white steam rushed 
out of the engine-room and came rolling to- 
ward us from the direction of the. boiler- 
room. We were almost frightened to death, 
and for the instant I did not know which way 
torun, but I saw Veara making his way 
through the steam toward the boiler-room and 
I followed him out into the basem  ; 
knew that an explosion had taken place bu t 
I could ‘not realize its enormity until I 
heard some one say that several had been 
killed. It was all @pne so quickly that I 
hardly can remember what my sensations 
were,” . 
The Assistant Janitor’s Version, 

The assistant janitor said: “I ot de- 
scribe the scene or the sound. Itwas like a 
thousand cannons, but it seemed to come from 
a long way off. Then the big building shook 
like a leaf. As I hesitated I began to realize 
what had taken place and I rushed down to 
the boiler room.” 

*“ Thirty seconds saved my life,” said J. H. 
Veara, as he held a lantern, the feeble rays of 
which lit up the wrecked boilers. “I am 
superintendent of the heating ts 
in the shops, andevery night shortiy before 
or at 5 o’clock I turn off the steam. I had just 
buttoned up my coat and was going in the 
boiler-room to get on the boilers and turn off 
the steam from the drums when the explosion 
came and I was almost thrown to my feet. 
I rushed 4o the oboiler-room, but the 
steam was so dense that I could not getin. I 
then got out of the building, ran around on 
Canal street, and shut off the steam on the 
other battery of eight new boilers. After 
that I shut off the automatic sprinkling sys- 
tem. Then I got back to the boiler-room and 
assisted in carrying out the dead and dying. j. 
I went through the room half an hour before 
then and everything was U.K, In, my opin- 
ion the boilers were all in good condition, as 
they were examined and insured a few weeks 
ago. I have no idea as to what caused the ac- 
cident.”’ 

Their Lives Covered by Insurance. 

“* The lives of the four pen killed were cov- 
ered by the insurance placed on the boilers,” 
said Supt. Ed B. Gallup. “The injured wiil 
also be indemnified from this fund, The in- 
surance was for $50,000, and was placed with 
the Hartford Insurance company. Of course 
I cannot say how much the heirs of the killed 
will receive, but I believe the law fixes a valu- 
ation of $5,000 on human life. The amounts 
to be paid to the injured will, of 
course, depend on the extent of the imjuries. 
The policies were mude out in this way to 
protect the employés. Ihe insurance covers 
the damage to the boilers and.buildings also. 

‘“*T have had reports from all my men who 
escaped injury, and they al} concur in the 
statement that there was plenty of water 
in the bwilers. I cannot imagine what 
caused the explosion. It may have been a 
weak spot in the boiler or it may have been 
one of tne strange freaks of steam. Tomor- 
row morning I will have a number of experts 
make a thorough investigation, and when they 
have done I will gladly make known the 
result of their research to the public. 


‘* Every precaution was taken to prevent an 
accident. re was one man whose sole 
duty it was to watch thewater gauges. Lyng 
was this man, and he was one of the 
fortunate employés who escaped, He told 
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me there was an abundance of 
water in the boilers.

Teutopolis, familiarly known as “ Dutch- 
town ”’ to the denizens of Effingham County, 
Til... may lose its postoffice. Mrs. Mary Van- 
derheide, the erstwhile Postmistress, has been 
indicted asan alleged defaulter for several hun- 
dred dollars, and, pending her trial in March, 
the County of Effingham is rent in twain by ru- 
mors of the alleged persecution of the Post- 


‘mistress by villagers and a colony of priests 


and Franciscan monks and brothers. In fact, 
the geveral opinion throughout the county 
and expressed in emphatic terms by the va- 
rious postoffice inspectors, who have made in- 
vestigations of the office by special request the 
last eighteen months, is that the late Post- 
mistress is more sinned against than sinning. 

Teutopolis 1s a municipal freak. It lies 
along the line of the Vandalia railway, three 
miles east of Effingham, and stretches along 
both sides of the track in scattered, broken 
lines of paintiess houses and Holland stables. 
Its labyrinth of lanes form a perfect network 
and the main street dodges about in angles, 
Although in Illinois the home government for 
‘Teutopolis seems to emanate from the Papal 
See at Rome. The Franciscan brothers and 
priests who inhabit the town appear to rule 
it. Lhe scholastics and brothers, garbed in 
brown cassocks and with bare feet, great 
wooden crucifixes, and large beads, chant 
their litanies and recite a few aves and pater 
nosters in a great brick monkery to the left 
of the railroad. On the right is St. Joseph’s 
Diocesan College, where the priests of the 
same order run a scheol and discuss municipal 
and State politics. 

The Inhabitants of Teutopolis. 

Teutopolis 1s almost: as old as Chicago. 
rs wore great wooden 
sabota, and eventodey the tithes system in- 
stituted by the Franciscans survives in all its 
pristine vigor. There are as many brothers 
monks, and priests garbed in the cloak and 
cowl of the good Saint Francis as there are 
inhabitants, but the inhabitants work hard 
the year round and support the holy order 
handsomely. There are 500 inhabitants in 
Teutopolis, 

** Just an even 500, more or less,’ said one 
of the villagers, “‘includin’ the three Repub- 
licans, two Protestants, the nigger, and the 
Postmistress as was,”’ 

The negro in question speaks German alone, 
and isa Roman Catholic and a Democratic 
party leader. 

When Horatio Seymour wasa Presidential 
candidate not a Republican vote was cast in 
the township. At the last Presidential elec- 
tion conditions had improved somewhat and 
eight votes were cast for Harrison, four of 
which came from Teutopolis. This was the 
result of a special excursion of speakers from 
Effingham. Numerous small boys with eggs 
dampened the ardor of the speakers, but John 
Vanderheide, station agent: L. E. Bailey; his 
brother, A. N. Bailey; and the miller. M. 
Sheyer, decided to forsake the errors of their

of the villagers. The miller was well-to-do and 
was left unmolested asa necessary evi). But 
the family ef Vanderheide was boycotted from 
A to X,and six hungry children’s mouths 
chorused the effect of the indiscretion of 
voting against popular sentiment. Vander- 
heide became an invalid, and in the depth of 
their family troubles Mrs. Mary Vanderheide 
received the joyful news that she haa been ap- 
pointed Postmiistress as a reward for her hus- 
band’s Republicanism, 


And Now the Trouble Began. 


A year anda half ago the trouble began in 
earnest, petitions rolled in upon the depart- 
mert, and an investigation was made. Every- 
thing was found to be im good shape in the 


office. 

But John Vanderheide was unable to secure 
employment in the vi and alleged perse- 
cutions of the Postmistress continued. She 
called on the departinent for protection, and 

25, 1890, when the mail-boxes 
were found filled with sand and mud, 
the department investigated the matter and 
Deputy E. E. Watts was called upon to arrest 
Hodenbaci, Steinbock, Borhees, Nabe, Prim- 
mer, and two other young men in Teutopolis 
for the outrage. They were tried and convict- 


ed as charged at Springfield, but sentence was | 


suspended pending their good behavior. 

The subrector of the college, Father Hogo- 
linus Starff, appeared to be largely the head 
of the objectors against the Postmistress. 

Last Fourth of July Mrs. Vanderheide 
placed some objectionable bunting and. polit- 
ical lithographs on her postoffice building and 
again trouble ensued. Dec. 4, 1891, she was 
removed by the visiting inspector, and imme- 
diately arrested by the order of the villagers 
for alleged forgery and embezzlement of 
money on several counts; she was indicted by 
the grand jury. 

The Armenian Merchant. 


An Arabian named Paulus Zide, from In- 
diana, who sold rosaries alleged to have been 
dipped in the well of Lourdes and crucifixes 
which he said he obtained t2 the Holy Land, 
but purchased indirectly from Lahad Kahem, 
No. 321 Brook street, Louisville, Ky., 
was connected with the postoffice trouble, it 
is alleged, as an agent of the enemies of the 
Postmistress. 

Lahad Kahem of Louisville does business 
with the travelmg Armenians and Arabians 
from Holy Land on all orders for chains, sa- 
cred charms, crucifixes,etc. Zide’s supply 
ran out, 80 eager were the villagers for his 
articles, and he decided to write the Louisville 
factory for an immediate supply, inclosing the 
money requisite. He went to the postoffice 
Sunday morning, asked Mrs. Vanderheide to 
write him a letter and mail the money and or- 
der to the Louisville factory. Tuesday morning 
the order had not riygellt ™ ffice 
inspector dro in emanded an ex- 
pianation. gyn Are a was not satis- 
factory. The $40 order, it is said, had been 
changed to a $15 order, bought some time 
since bythe subrector, office was 
turned over to Mrs. Vanderheide’s sureties, of 
whom H. G. Van Sandt was the chief.

Ehrhart is not;so badly injured as was at first 
supposed, and it is nowcertain that he will re- 
cover. The patrons of the school are divided 
and have been’ looking for trouble for some 
time, A few days ago William Kistler, George 
Goodrich, and: Frank Pitcher, boys about 16 
years of age, began ‘throwing snowballs at 
some of the larger girls during recess and 
broke a pane yof glass in the window. Ehr- 
hart called them inte the school-room and in- 
sisted on their remaining. This the boys re- 
fused to do, At the succeeding recess the 
teacher kept the older boys in schoo) as a pun- 
ishment for their behavior. This rule he 
attempted to enforce a second time, but three 
of the larger boys disobeyed and went out at 
noon, Thursday Ehrhart stood by the duor 
and would not let the three boys who had dis, 
obeyed him leave the room, They made sev- 
eral attempts to force their way out, when 
Ehrhart grabbed the poker.

port of the father’s talk. 

Father Lenz’ lecture devoured two hours of

controlled its own property for church uses 
and that the property of the priest, if he had 
any, would go to the priest’s heirs if he were 
married. That is one reason. He remarked 
that the’ church did not enlighteu its laymen 
fully on such questions because .the 
laity understood that the ciergy’s 
simple statement on this and on other 
questions was be ‘taken as it 
was given without any question. Hedid not 
deny that priests had power to forgive sins, 
but denied that they did so for compendgation. 
He covered many points not within the pur- 
view of the original remark of Mr. Pender. 

At the conclusion of the lecture there were 
no demonstrations of any character. The audi- 
ence ex to read the lecture in cold 
type, as beon promised, and the matter 
was dismissed. stenographer took her 
notes home. Theday for the issue of the 
weekly paper drew nigh and no copy of the 


stenographer lived and found, to his surprise 
and disappointment, that the stenograpber’s

Rio Janeiro Reports Expectation of 3,000,- 
000 Bags—Scearcity of Labor Is Felt. 

New York, Jan. 8.— Mail advices from Rio 
Janeiro per steamer Seguranca say that the 
delegates of the coffee factors of Rio de 
Janeiro appointed to organize the estimate of 
the coffee crops to be exported from this 
market present the following opinion’ relative 
to the crop of 1892-98. By much information 
carefully collected it is known that in certain 
districts the blossom was fair and that in 
others it was abundant, but generally only a 
smnall part matured, not only from. the want 
of strength in the trees already weakened by 
the delay in gathering the preceding crop but 
also from the scarcity of labor and its dis- 
organization. With the data in hand we think 
we may affirm that the crop in prospect 
should be estimated at about 3,000,000 bags, 
which figure is susceptible of modifications, 
according to the weather up to the end of 
February. 


SHORT ON A BIG CORN CONTRACT. 


A Vessel Load Belated at Milwaukee Is to 
Be Rushed by Rail to Liverpool. 

Mitwavuxer, Wis., Jan. 8.—[Special.]|—The 
barge Champion loaded with corn at Chicago 
late in November for Buffalo.

Prospects for the Lumber Crop. 
Sr. ia Minn., Jan. 8.—{Special. }—Advices 
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Bare of Snow Until the Present Week— 
All the Frost There Is in the Ground 
Now Is of Recent Date—The Spring 
Wheat, Oats, and Corn Situation Throagh- 
out the Country. 

Just a year ago today the Northwest, the 
lake regions, the Southwest, and in fact the 
whole Mississippi Valley were still experi- 
encing a period of mild weather. Up to this 
date the winter wheat crop as a whole had 
been practically bare of snow with the ex- 


ception of a few days and there had been no | 


weather severe enough to injure the winter 
wheat plants. ‘Iwo years ago at this time the 
frost was ali out of the ground in the winter 
wheat belt, the wheat was still growing, the 
earth full of moisture, and the weather ‘more 
like the first of April than the second week of 


» January. 


Three years ago mild weather, with heavy 
rains and the winter wheat bare. This makes 
four consecutive seasons of open winters up 


The present week, however, has made a rad- 
ical chauge in all the general conditions which 
have existed over the area referred to and we 
have been suddenly plunged into a period of 
low temperature, accompanied by a snow- 
storm of/ unequal distribution. All the frost 
we havein the ground today inthe Ohio 
Valley, the southern portion of the Missouri 
Valley, and Upper Mississippi Valley is only of 
a recent date. The earth, however, is full of 
moisture from the rains which fell to a more 
or less extent durmg December and in the 
opening of the present year. Our country 
roads generally are rough and there is very 
little internal movement either of corn, oats, 
or wheat. 

Farmers never havé been in the history of

Winter Wheat. 


Until the opening of the present week the 
winter wheat crop has not experienced a very 
hard struggle for its existence. The November 
rains were timely, put a step to further depre- 
ciation in condition, and December, compara- 
tively speaking, was a mild month, and Janu- 
ary has not up to thie date, with one exception, 
been particularly severe. We have now in 
some portions of the winter wheat belt a light 
snow on the ground which has fallen during 
the last forty-eight hours. Of course, with the 
present severity of the weather, this will be a 
protection a benefit. In a word, the 
winter wheat has just about heli ite own and 
if anything a slight improvement over the 
last thirty days. 

My advices from the Pacific coast received 
by wire show that in California the weather 
now is settled. The season’s rainfall is nearly 
eight inches; which is ample for all present 
purposes. general conditions are a fair 
average and the backwardness in winter plow- 
ing is being rapidly overcome. export 
movement in wheat contin ies large and this 
is likely to be the case during the month of 
January. The general opinion is that there 
will be a material falling off in shipments dur- 
ing the spring months. This statement ap- 
plies also to the movement of grain from Ore- 
gon and Washington. 

Texas reports that the outlook of the wheat 
is fairly g but the crop was put back very 
much by the drought during October and No- 
vember. 

December rains, however, have helped the 
crop, and while more or less damage is very 
apparent, etill with favorable spring weather 
close ontoan average yield is looked for. 
Millers are not generally well stocked, but 
farmers are beginning to sell more freely. 

Tennessee reports that they have had some 
very cola weatherfor that,region and for the 
time of year. The wheat is thin and small 
and in very poor condition to stand a bard 
winter. Farmers are not selling much, and 
small stocks in millers’ hands. The general 
condition of the crop compares poorly with 
that of 1891, 

Kentucky reports that the wheat is back- 
ward, that the early wheat looks very well, but 
the late wheat looks sickly but is improving. 
While the condition is not equai to a year ago, 
farmers who have wheat feel that the pros- 
pects are good enough to sell what they have. 

The general condition of the winter wheat 
crop of Kansas is by no means uniform. 
Until the middle of the present week the 
ground has been generally bare. The snow 
which recently fell soon melted. It is an open 
question which time alone can solve, whether 
or not the wheat is strong enough to stand 
severe weather. As compared with a year ago, 
the plants are smaller and not as vigorous, 
Millers do not carry very large stocks of 
wheat. Very few milis have thirty days’ sup- 
ply on hand. 

Missouri reports that during the last four- 
teen days the ground has been well soaked 
with rain and snow, and until Wednesday 
night the weather was favorable. The ground 

over the State is generally bare of snow, 
and these conditions, taken with the sudden 
drop in the mercury, are particularly ynfavor- 
able for the late wheat. 

Millers generally hold light stocks, especial- 
ly of wheat. 

In Central Michigan a light fall of snow 
during the present week. .condition of 
the crop about 20 per cent below that of last 
year at this time. Wheat is being marketed 
very slowly. The majority of the farmers are 
believers in higher prices, and are awaiting 
future developments, and unless prices ad- 
vance the movement will not increase until 
towards spring. 

There has been’ very little snow this 
winter in Ohio. Rains, however, have falien, 
and the ground thoroughly soaked, which was 
followed by freezing weather. The

Aa Examiner of 
Indian Correspondence in succession to James 
Mill he occupied a lucrative and important 
but far fromi conspicuous position, and his 
published poems—* Rhododaphne,” “The 
Genius of Thames,” ete.—brought 
him seant celebrity. He was, never- 
theless, a man of excellent parts 
and fine scholarship, and his novels, or rather 
satires in romantic form, were a new thing in 
their day. are now in course of repub- 
lication, under the able supervision of Dr. 
Richard Garnett as editor. ‘* Headlong Hall ”’ 
and “Melincourt”’ are the only volumes of 
the series which have thus far appeared, and 
to these we shall confine our attention. 

Peacock was an Epicurean born out of sea- 
son. To his antique and urbane philosoph 
the perplexed and self-scourged nineteent 
century was:equally amusing and uncongenial. 
The isms and ologies of his day were sub- 
jected in turn to the gaze of his easy-going 
skepticism, and the sallies of his light 
and stingless laughter. He ssed * 
niality, a bright fancy, a lively sense of 
ludicrous, a ion for natural beauty, strong 
sense, occasionally warped by prejudice, gen- 
uine tenderness, diction of singular purity, 
and a style of singular elegance.’’ Notwith- 
standing hig lack of the ordimary qualifica- 
tions of the novelist; notwithstanding that 
** he has no plot, little human interest, and no 
consistent delineation of character;” that 
“his personages are mere puppets, or at best 
incarnations of abstract qualities or idealiza- 
tions vf disembodied grace or beauty,’’ Dr. 
Garnett regards his fiction as “ perhaps the 
best modern representative of Aristophanic 
comedy.’’ His methcd is thus described by the 
editor: “What he had to do was to give 
plot and accurate delineation of character to 
the winds, make his personages typical rather 
than individual, throw them together pell- 
mell and let dialogue and incident evolve 
themselves from the juxtaposition, and the re- 
sult would be that original creation, the 
Feacockian novel, which may be described as 
the spirit of comedy diffused in exemption 
from the restraints of the stage, like yas lib- 
erated by the disintegration of a solid.’ 

There is nothing new under the sun. 
*“ Headiong Hall,” written in 1815, is the 

rototype of Mallock’s “ New Republic.” 

e optimists and pessimists of today are 

nuine descendants of the perfectibilians and 

eteriorationists, to whom Peacock applied 
the silken lash of his delicate satire. Cole- 
ridge, the phrenologists, and the Edinburgh 
and Quarterly Reviewers are held up to a 
more pronouuced ridicule, while Mr. Jenki- 
son, ** statu-quo-ite,’”’ balances the pros 
and cons in his jogtrot fashion like an ass be- 
tween two panniers of equal weight. These 
incongruous personages meet at Headiong 
Hall, in Wales, as the guests of uire Head- 
me whois temporarily afflic with the 
malady of connoisseurship. Their disputes, 
their feastings, and their courtships form the 
thread of the story, which is suddenly cut 
short by the action of Squire Headlong in 
dragg six of his guests into matri- 
mony, himself taking the first plun 
to encourage the rest. Mr. LEscot, the 
deteriorationist, who’as a plighted lover 
declares himself *‘the happiest man alive,”’ 
thus preserves his reputation for consistency: 
“A slight oscillation of in the instance 
of a solitary individual by no means affects 
the solidity of my opinions concerning the 
general deterioration of the civilized world; 
which when I can be induced to contemplate 
with feelings of satisfaction, I doubt not but 
that | may be rsuaded to be in love with 
tortures and to think charitably of the rack.”’ 
And Mr. Cranium excuses his ingratitude to 
his preserver from drowning on the plea that 
‘the whole process of the action was mechan- 
ical and necessary. The motive or impulse 
adhibited in the person of a drowning man 
was as powerful on his material compages as 
the force of gravitation on mine; and he could 
no more a: 4 jumping _sinto the 
water than could help falling 
into it.”’ But; amusing as the story is, we 
agree with Dr. Garnett that “ there is a cer- 
taih crudeness and pedantry about it, betray- 
ing the scholar who has as yet seen more of 
books than of the world; the fun verges more 
closely upon burlesque than elsewhere, and 
the characters are more than elsewhere inere 
embodiments of fads and crotchets.” _ 

* Melincourt,”’ written. in 1816, is distinctly 
superior to its predecessor. The views of 
Monboddo, Maithus, and Rousseau are satir- 
ized in “ Melincourt,’’ and Southey is most 
unjustiy scored for political apostasy—a 
charge which, however groundless, was un- 
doubtedly made in good faith by many of 
Southey’s contemporaries. Sir Oran Haut- 
ton, the civilized ape and prospective 
member for the borough of Onevote, 
who cracks his bottle and blows his horn with 
the best of the company, travesties Darwin’s 
theory as well as Monboddo’s. With many of 
the same faults as ‘‘ Headlong Hail,’’ “ Melin- 
court”’ has passages--of real eloquence, epi- 
grams and happy sayings in abundance, and a 
few exquisite descriptions of natural scenery. 
Lovers of choice English and scholarly wit 
who are willing to waive coherence and prob- 
ability for the sake of amusement will find 
these volumes attractive. (London: J. M.

Orlando Ferguson's Astronomical Ideas. 

Orlando Ferguson of Hot Springs, South 
Dakota, announces himself as anxious to pub- 
lish an exhaustive work on astronomy con- 
taining.“ refutations of many accepted theo- 
ries of the so-called astronomers.’’ He has 
put forth a@ pamphlet of thirty pages as a 
sample, which professes to give ‘the latest 
discoveries in astronomy,” including a refuta- 
tion of the theory that the earth is globe- 
shaped. He gives a map of the earth as seen 
by his own mental eyes, the same being plate- 
fashioned and apparently mounted on a block 
of some solid substance which rests upon 
nothing. is idea is that when a man thinks 
himself to be traveling due East or West he is 
really traveling in a circle of which the north 
poe is the center. He gives an alle 

ormula for arriving at the result that the dis- 
tance of the sun from the earth is but 3,000 
miles and that of the moon 2,000. The diam- 
eters of the two are stated to be respectively 
thirty and twenty miles, but he is not sure as 
to their shape, and in respect he leaves a 
painful blank to be filled possibly by means 
of discoveries published to the world in the 
larger work of the dim future. 

Mr. ae 18 great on reasoning, but his 
princi ependence for proof of his theory 
is the Bible, in which respect he is in the good 
company of the Rev. Mr. Jasper, who at last 
accounts was firm in the belief that “ the sun 
do move.” He finds in Scripture more 
than 200 passages which he construes as 
contradicting the globe theory for the earth 
and the claim that the earth revolves, He 
quotes some of these passages, notably those 
which speak of the sun and moon standing still 
at the command of Joshua, and of the four 
corners and foundations of the earth. Nor 
does he forget to cite the Gospel tradition 
that the devil took Jesus to the top of a 
high tountain and there showed him all the 
kingdoms of the world and glory of them. 
He triumphantly asks ‘“‘Where could that 
mountain have been if the earth is a globe?’’ 

At the ms of censure by so distinguished 
an authority it may be hinted that however cor- 
rect may be his theory he has no right to de- 
scribe his work a3 containing and proseating 
the latest discoveries in astronomy. He re- 
veais nothing new except the fact of his per- 
sonal ignorance. For ages every one who pre- 
sumed to think of the matter at all held sub- 
stantially the same views as are expounded in 
this pamphlet. The world has grown wiser, but 
there are still a few who refuse to iearn the 
lesson taught by a study of the great book of 
nature, and persist in holding to notions 
which were respectable only im the babyhood 
of the race. Several of that class have 
tried to gain notoriety in the last 
fifty years. One of them may be re- 
membered as offering tv bet $2,500 that he 
could prove by measurement that the earth is 
fiat. he bet was taken, the money deposited 
with a sporting journal in London, and six 
miles selected along the old Bedford Canal as 
the ground for the experiment. Sights were 
fixed at each end and one in the middle, all 
being at the same height above the water sur- 
face, and it was proved to the satisfaction ot 
evervbody except the poor “ zetetic”’ that the 
end sights had each to be lifted more that five 
feet in order to be in a Visual line with one at 
the surface midway along the canal. That was 
a little more than a quarter of a century ago. 
Perhaps it might be worth while for Mr. Fer- 
guson to repeat the experiment so far as it can 
be done in his neighborhood. And yet, to 
judge from his positiveness, the resuit might 
be simply to verify the proverb which tells that 

A man cunvinced against his will

Brief Mention. 

Of “Children’s Stories in English Litera- 
ture from Shakspeare to Tennyson,” by Miss 
Henrietta C. Wright, we are at a loss to un- 
derstand the object. If the author had con- 
tented herself with. retelling in simple words 
the story of “The Vicar of Wakefield’ and of 
the other English classics upon which her 
choice has fallen, her motive would have been 
intelligible. But she has interlarddd her work 
with critical commentaries, many of which 
refer to writings not paraphrased, while of 
direct quotation there is not one line in the 
whole book. The criticism must necessa- 
rily be barren which is addressed to chil- 
dren who are unacquainted with the work 
discussed; and in any case it will be worth- 
ess to a reader so young as to want his 
iterature sliced and sugared. Observe the 
contrast between the style of the following 
passages: ‘*Now in the morning ere the sun 
was up there came ‘Theseus with a hunti 
party—among them Hermia’s father—throu 
the woods saw all the lovers asleep on t 
ground, they had all drawn near the same 
place without raga | it the night before.

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JUDGE SCALES’ DECISION BEARING 
_* ON INSOLVENT ESTATES. 


He Refuses to Discontinug Insolvency Pro- 
‘ecedings Kelating to the Estate of Mel- 
ville T. Roberts and te Return the Same 
to the Assignor Subject to Creditors’ 
Original Righte—Further Mearing of Ar- 
gaments Before Final Decision—Rezin 
Lancaster’s Will Filed. 

Judge Scales yesterday readered a decision 
of importance in its bearing on insolvent 
estates. Reiating as it does to tne question of 
discontinuing proceedings, it is all the more 
interesting by reason of the recent charges 
that creditors of the Kean Bank estate were 
defrauded by evils ing out of a County 
Court order by Judge rwood. 

The estate involved in yesterday’s decision 


* was that of Meiville T. Roberts, owaer of the 


Thirty-first Street Bank. Claims against the 
bank to the amount of $110,000 have been 
proven, and yesterday creditors representing 
$80,000 asked Judge Scales to discontinue in- 
solvency proceedings and return the estate to 
the assignor subject to creditors’ original 
rights. It appeared that the assignee had 
$15,000 on hand, and the Judge insisted that 
befo® the order was entered a dividend to 
creditors for that amount should be paid and 
the asignee should make a final report. 

Attorney E. A. Sherburne argued that the 
statute directed that the County Judge should 
enter ah order of dismissal whenever a ma- 
jority of creditors should so petition,, and he 
thought that the court had no right to act ar- 
bitrarily. 

‘“‘ This estate,”’ said the Judge, ‘“‘has been 
placed in the County Court for administration, 
and I don’t think a majority of the creditors 
can come in here and dispose of the funds 
thatthe assignee has been collecting. Betore 
the estate is returned to the sameness the cash 
at least should be distributed. When that is 
done and the assignee has made a tinal report 
I will consider entering the order. Until I 
am convinced to the contrary I shall construe 
the statute in this way.”’ 

Time was asked for argument and the Judge 
said he would hear the attorneys today before 
revoking the decision absolute. 

Attorney Sherburne said the order asked 
for differed from the one referred to in Judge 

Shepard’s. recent decision. ** The trouble 
with that order,” said he, ‘‘ was that the trans- 
fer to.a third party was consided to have been 
wrongly provided for. But here we simply 
ask, as the statute provides, a return to the 
assignor.”’

Fatasvury, Ill, Jan. 8&-—-[Special.]—In the 
. Circuit Court of Livingston County at Pontiac 
.this morning Daniel North, the murderer of 
‘City Marshal Hodge, pleaded guilty and was 
‘thereapon sentenced . by Judge Tipton to 
thirty-three years in the penitentiary. The 
news quickly spread over the county and cre- 
ated much surprise, The-crime for which 
North received sentence was the cold-blooded 
-shootingof Policeman Hodge of Pontiac while 
in the discharge of his duty July 21, 1890. 
Hodge attempted to arrest North, who was 
drunk, when the latter drew a revolver and 
shot Hodge through the abdomen, inflicting a 
wound from which he died in less than 24 
hours, North was taken redhanded and, 
after the usual delays of the courts, was tried 
and found guilty by a jury and sentenced to 
be hanged. His rneys, Strawn and Norton, 
took the case to the Supreme Court, procured 


| a stay of execution, andfmally had the 


case reversed on technicalities. and remanded 
to the Circuit Court for a new trial. The case 
was on the docket for this term. of the court 
and on being called this mornmg, to the sur- 
prise of tne few present, the murderer pleaded 
guilty and accepted a sentence of thirty-three 
years. 


NEW FERRY PROPOSED AT 8T. LOUIS. 
It May Be Established by S¢-Clair County, 
IiL—An Old Franchise Revived. 

Mascoutan, IIL, Jan, 8—[Special. }—The 
Board of Supervisors of St. Clair County have 
up for consideration at the present time two 
matters of great importance.

TASTE IN THE USE OF NOTE-PAPER. 


Oddities of Tint or Ornament Should Be 
Used with Caution. 

If there is any one thing in the world that 
may be said to denote the breeding of a per- 
son, it is in the taste displayed in the use of 
note-paper. Fashions change but slightly in 
that line, and artistic simplicity is the form to 
be sought after. There is nothing so offensive 
as eccentricity in styles of paper, for it is one 
of the little things that seem so trivial and 
count for so much in the eyes of the world. 
The height of bad form is in the use of anything 
startling or pronounced, says Harper’s Bazar. 
Paper that rivals the sunset in gorgeousness of 
hue, odd-shaped sheets and envelopes, or gilt- 
edged paper, stamp the user at once as one whois 
hot familiar with the precepts of fashion. 
And not fashion alone, by any means; 1t is re- 
finement that is shown in the use of proper 
stationery, and refinement and fashion may 
not always mean the same, Never use a 
paper that is decorated with flowers in one 
corner, the leaves of which wander all over 
the sheet. Avdéid anything in that way. A 
landsca resemnbling a Christmas card or 
fancy figures for headings are not in their 
proper places on note-paper. There is noth- 
ing artistic in such forms, nothing refined, 
simply a display of bac taste and ill-breeding 
that is shocking to the person well informed 
on such matters. 

The etiquette of note-paper is dictated by 
taste. Ladies should use only the smaller 
size of paper requiring but one fold and the 


envelope should be squaré. The single cor-, 


respondence cards ‘have gone out of style 
are seldom seen nowadays. The paper is 
generaliy linen or cream-laid, as best suits 
individual taste, and should be unruled, White 
or ‘Team paper is the best, although a gentle 
shade of blue is permitted. Other tints are 
not desirable, neither are they proper. Do 
not use paper that is ragged at the edges, nor 
envelopes with curious flaps. The best linen 
paper may be purchased at the same price as 
is paid for the fancy varieties and the best 
is ‘the cheapest; it 1% a guarantee of 
refinement. If a monogram is desired have 
it engraved—never printed. In this country 
coats of arms and crests are out of place, but 
you may have a neat monogram or your in- 
itigis for a heading with perfect propriety, 
oniy be sure that the work is in keeping with 
taste, and not too prominent or glaring. The 
name of your country place is very good, the 
name of the village in which you live, or the 
street number if you chance to reside in a 
city. Inthe latter case, however, omit the 
name of the town, and in either case the State 
should not be given. This is but a glance at 
thé etiquette of note-paper; it is very simple 
when you think of it, but so many people 
seem to be ignorant of the rules. The one 
great-thing in note-paper is to avoid vulgarity 
or show in any way, aud then you know that 
you cannot be wrong. The simplest is the 
best. Oddities of tint or ornament which 
are the caprice of a day should be used with 
caution.

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Profession as a Means of Livelihood for 


Her—The Chances of Success and the 
Pecuniary Return—How Men Doctors 
View the Inroads Women Are Making— 
Institutions Open to Women-—Pluck and 
Common Sense Are Necessities. 


From agirlin a distant Southern bamlet 
comes the following pees: 
actly t t do to my- 
oolt fe the runes of medicine. Pow } 
must I study, where, and how much will it cost 
, what are a ‘woman's chances of success? 


First of all, replies the New York Sun, the 
requisites for entering upon the study of med- 
icine are a record of eighteen birthdays, a 
regents’ certificate or a college diploma from 
an institution of repute, and an unlimited re- 
serve force of pluck, determination, and prac- 
tical common sense. The woman’s inherent 
sympathetic temperament is in her medical 
career a duuble disadvantage. It militates 
against success in that her patients de- 
mand and receive in many cases . too 
much of her nerve force; and in 


her efforts to counteract . its tendencies 


the pendulum swings to the other extreme and 
makes her sometimes inhumanly cruel and 
cold, There afte women surgeons that have 
performed needleasly heroic operations before 
which men old in the profession have shud- 
dered. There have been handed into the med- 
ical societies records of heroic treatment and 
amputation . which were received in dead si- 
lence by the savants assembled simply be- 
cause those who reported them were women. 
And when any woman atrophies the womanly 
instincts so fatally as to neglect her own child 
in her zeal for her profession, she hin- 
ders the cause she would help and jus- 
tifies the criticism of her opposers. It 1s 
with a view of correcting this temperamental 
tendency, and because the girl student is not, 
as a rule, so well prepared in the preliminary 
intellectual training as a man, tha} two of the 
New York city colleges have made a three 
years’ course of study obligatory, a cqnserva- 
tive measure as yet adopted in few men’s col- 
leges. Besides this the woman student 1s re- 
quired to be présent during the entire yearly 
term, there being no unimportant spring 
term from which she is excused, as in the 
men’s schools, She is examined each year, 
instead of at the end of her course, thus 
enabling her to make good any deficient 
branch. Her final examination is conducted 
by experts unconnected with thecollege. The 
faculty in each of the New York colleges is 
made up of men and women, the dean and 
istrar in each college being women. 
“The expenses attendant upon medical study 
depend largely upon the economy of the stu- 
dent. The essential college fees during the 
course of three years are a little less than $400 
in both colleges. Board is obtained from $5 
to $10 per week, and the girl bachelor who 
comes on with the spirit of the martyrs and 
the doggedness of the crusaders usually shuts 
herself up in a cold hall bedroom, starves on 
crackers and bad tea made over an oil-stove, 
and if she doesn’t die manages to exist on 
considerably less than either figure. There is 
not as much club life and codéperation as is 
found among men, and but. few instances 
are on record of girls keeping house 
in companies, However, it is difficult 
for a girl of refinement and delicacy 
to support herself here and pay the 
necessary car fare, laundry and board bills 


on less than $8 or $10 a week, and for the, 


three years’ course, including books, but not 
inciuding clothing, an expense of from $1,500 
to $2,000 is inevitable. As far as clothing is 
concerned the girl medical student is in- 
clined to be a plain dresser, her garb not in 
any sense eccentric or untidy, but simple and 
unimpressive in kind. There are a few ex- 
ceptions, very inuch corseted and very stylish 
in appearance, among the students, and there 
are a few wearers of the distinctively rational 
dress. A much higher grade of intellect and 
character is found among the students during 
the later years owing to the extended terms of 
the college work, which effectually discour- 
ages shallow seekers after notority in profes- 
sions, and aiso to the modern idea of educat- 
ing women and preparing them seriously for a 
profession. 

The typical medical student of the day isa 
well-balanced, well-educated, ambitious young 
woman who comes to the school with her col- 
lege diploma as a voucher for her intellectual 
ability, and a determination to practice medi- 
cine not until she marries, but until she retires 
covered with riches and honor in her old age, 
just as her brother takes up his profession or 
calling. She is, as a rule, a more serious and 
conscientious student than the average man, 
and if opportunity were given for comparison 
she would probably pass quite as well in ex- 
aminations. The old tradition of woman’s 
inferior. intellect no longer obtains. Men of 
good judgment acknowledge the superior 
quickness and brightness of the woman’s 
brain. It is in practical application that she 
fails, if at all, and it. is the lack of physical 
strength, the demands of conventionality, the 
inheritance of debilitating restraints, and the 
prejudice which subjects her to unfair criti- 
cism, that handicap her in the race. 

After the student has devoted a month to the 
study of anatomy she begins her work in the 
dissecting room, spending from three to five 
hours over the cadaver. There isnosmoking, 
no reénforecing with brandy, no fainting or 
fussing, and no cheap and vulgar joking in the 
woman's dissecting room. The delicate 
manipulation of a woman’s hand enables her 
to do fine.and exact work on the subject sub- 
mitted to her after the first shudder at cutting 
the dead flesh is over. It cannot be denied 
that the work, while it is fascinating from a 
scientific point, is a little less congenial than 
embroidering tidies and stitching frills, but 
there are few men who wouldn’t cast a trout 
fly in preference to dissecting decayed human 
muscles. ; 

The distinctive feature of the third year’s 
course is the clinical instruction given at the 
hospitals and dispensaries. 

aving graduated from the colleges, stu- 
dents have advantages for study in post-grad- 
uate courses by joining so-called clinics of fa- 
mous physicians and by membership in sev- 
eral medical sucieties. As for the much- 
co¥eted hospital practice, woman’s advantages 
are entirely inadequate. 

With a few exceptions, woman is totally 

shut out from the coveted field of study and 
research, the hospital practice and residence. 
Abroad the conditions are a little more favor- 
able in the universities, but notin the hospi- 
tals. Men give as the reason of this the 
simple explanation that the coveted places are 
too few to admit the demand among men stu- 
dents, and that woman is shut out simply from 
lack of influence, nut on account of willfui 
persecution or jealousy among men. 
_ Public prejudice against the woman doctor 
is, however, breaking down along all lines. 
The nen doctors who first accepted women 
students at their clinics did so in the face of 
strong opposition from the men students. 
Even now the medical millennium has not 
been attained, for the doctors, patients, 
nurses, and students still feel a constraint 
when men and women medical students wit- 
ness delicate operations together. 

All medical and surgical discoveries have 
been made and all the literature of the pro- 
fession has been written from the expercnces 
of hospital study, and it may be safe to at- 
tribute to this the fact that no important con- 
tributions to either surgery or medicine in the 
form of new operations, remedies, or books 
have been made by women. Women are con- 
tributing some valuable matter in the form of 
papers to the periodicals and societies, one of 
the. most. important being written “by Mary 
Putnam Jacobi, the first woman invited to 
read a paper before a medical society. This 
prot won the Boylston prize conferred by 

arvard for a medical essay, the prize being 
awarded without knowledge of the writer’s 
name, 

But, aside from this, it must be admitted 
that women need the profession of medicine 
as aaeansof wage earning more the 
profession needs the women. But if the rec- 
ord of the’ last hali century predicates. thé 
advance of the next, it - is safe to predict that 
the conditions will be reversed. 

Pecuniarily the woman doctor is a success. 
The medical profession is remunerative be- 
yond any other, and is the only one where 
equa! rates prevail for men and women. | Sta- 
tistics show that the proportion of women who 
fail and give oP their practice because unable 
to gain |; liveli is smaller than that of 
men.

Dre. Mary Jacobi says that ‘‘the profession 
opens a career to woman ig which to earn her 
livelihood ; to do missionary work among the 
r of her sex in this country and im foreign 
career practical, useful, and scientific. 
Her peculiar qualifications are tact, acuteness, 
and sympathetic insight.” 
Men in the medical profession seem strange- 
ly averse to the invasion of their dominion by 
ir sisters. Even men with advanced and 
appreciative ideas of woman’s intellectual su- 
periority in quickness and facility are not in 
sympathy with her wmedical work and are 
doubtful of her adaptability to the exigencies 
of practical medion. requirements. One such 
man, extremely liberal on all other phases of 
the woman question, refuses to be identified 
with his testimony on this because of its ap- 
parent severity. He claims'to have had such 
unfortunate experiences. in which he has 
seen the woinanly instinct perverted from its 
natural course, such failures in life, such er- 
rors in diagnosis and treatment, that his faith 
in medical women is shaken. The great mis- 
take, according to his idéa, is the selection 
by women of certain lines of work armon 
their sex for which they are least qualified ro | 
in which they can be least successful simply 
because therein lies least resistance. In found-

profession she has chosen. 

Dr. Shrady, who is one of ¢he most liberal 
of woman advocates, is not ia sympathy with 
the woman doctor. *“‘Woman is the nest 
bird, man the provider and protector,” he 
Says. “In the practice of the profession she 
must cultivate the sterner qualities of her 
nature at the expense of her better womanly 
feeling, which. is undesirable. If she will 
come into the profession, why will she not be 
content to do the finer, lighter part of the 
work ina the laboratories and with the micro- 
wept: Woman pas, ee acy the microscope 
with greater delicacy than’man; she is quicker 
in observation, accurate and conscientious in 
investigation, and patient in detail. 
There is a great field for her in this 
work, for which the active physician has little 
time. She can have regular hours for it. It 
is something she can do at home without 1n- 
jury to her health or neglest of her household, 
and she will be a valuable coadjutor of uien 
in the profession, while preserving intact her 
womaniy character and instincts. 

There are now women’s hospitals, presided 
over by women,:in New York, in Phila- 
lelphia, Boston, Chicago, San Francisco, and 
Minneapolis. Nearly 100 physicians are em- 
ployed in administering the affairs in these 
institutions, all of which have been established 
in the last half century. There are also seven 
colleges in America founded for medical 
women and about fifty institutions where 
woinen are admitted to study medicine. The
